Move over City 
of Champs, hello 
Make Something 


New brand. Report 
recommends putting 
Make Something at 
centre of city identity 


Edmonton could soon be 
known as a place for makers 
and not champions, under a 
proposal city councilllors 
will discuss next week. 

A wrap-up report on the 
Make Something Edmon¬ 
ton project going to city 
council’s executive commit¬ 
tee recommends accepting 
Make Something as the 
city’s new brand and retir¬ 
ing the City of Champions. 

Chris LaBossiere, co¬ 
chair of the Make Some¬ 
thing project, said Make 


Something isn’t a brand 
that lives on letterhead and 
bumper stickers, but some¬ 
thing deeper they hope 
becomes part of the city’s 
culture. 

“We are talking about 
the city’s identity and what 
we are known for and what 
is true about Edmonton,” he 
said. 

Over the last year the 
Make Something Edmon¬ 
ton website has promoted 
dozens of projects, like the 
High Level Bridge light up, 
a contest to redesign city 
road barricades and a plan 
to plant trees along An¬ 
thony Henday Drive. 

LaBossiere said they also 
want to see a permanent 
arms length Make Some¬ 
thing office, so those ideas 
keep flowing. 

“We want to maintain 
that. There is a lot of ex¬ 
citement around those pro¬ 


jects,” he said. 

The report also recom¬ 
mends putting the “make 
something” mantra into 
city hall culture so great 
ideas don’t hit bureaucratic 
roadblocks. 

“We want to get our own 
city to really embody the 
culture and change the way 
they do business,” he said. 

Coun. Kerry Diotte said 
he has been impressed with 
the Make Something Ed¬ 
monton effort and is con¬ 
cerned creating a city office 
would stall that momentum. 

“The glory of Make 
Something Edmonton is 
that it evolved from the 
grassroots,” he said. 

Diotte is also unsure if 
the city is ready to give up 
on the champions moniker. 

“There are a lot of people 
who tend to like it, so I 
think we have to be a little 
bit careful,” he said.

A 33-year-old mom who left 
her five-year-old son alone in 
a car while she shopped at an 
Edmonton toy store has been 
criminally charged with child 
abandonment. 

A passerby noticed the boy 
and stayed with the vehicle as 
the boy revved the car’s motor 


and hung his body out of the 
vehicle. 

“At times the child was 
viewed sitting on the edge of 
the door, kind of Dukes-of- 
Hazzard style, half in and out 
of the vehicle,” said Sgt. Gaiy 
Wiffits. 

Police believe the child was 
secure in the back seat, but was 
able to unbuckle himself and 
move to the front seat. 

The incident happened 
around 7:20 p.m. on Aug. 15 at 
a toy store in the area of 39 Av¬ 
enue and Calgaiy Trail. 

When the police’s Child at 
Risk Response Team (CARRT) 
responded to the call, the 
vehicle was no longer at the re¬ 
ported location. 

The citizen who witnessed 


the incident took photos of 
the vehicle and licence plate, 
and officers were able to track 
down the parent and investi¬ 
gate the claims. 

As a result of the investi¬ 
gation, which included video 
from inside the toy store of the 
mom shopping for 30 minutes, 
the boy’s 33-year-old mother 
was charged with abandoning 
a child. She was also charged 
under the Child Youth Family 
Enhancement Act with willful¬ 
ly causing a child to be in need 
of intervention. 

Willits said the issue of 
children being left alone in 
cars presents a plethora of 
problems. 

“Thirty-nine Ave. and Cal- 
gaiy Trail, that’s a major road-

way. This child was accessible 
by numerous people,” he said. 

Willits said the boy could 
have potentially put the vehicle 
in gear, wandered from the 
vehicle or been taken from the 
vehicle.

P3 schools 


Tories using kidsas 
pawns: Opposition 

Finishing touches will be 
put on new schools across 
Alberta just in time for 
the 2016 election season 
if the Tories stay true to a 
construction timeline laid 
out Thursday. 

The province an¬ 
nounced it will go the 
public-private-partnership 
(P3) route on 19 of 28 new 
schools, including eight 
of nine in Calgary and 
both projects planned for 
Edmonton. The plan is to 
save $50 million through 
partnering and have all 
P3 facilities ready for staff 
and school supplies in June 
2013, said provincial Infra¬ 
structure Minister Wayne 
Diysdale. 

But opposition critics 
couldn’t help but notice 
that the timeline for the 
schools would see their 
completion come just 
months after a likely 2016 
provincial ballot. 

“Why a year-and-a-half 
after the (2012) elec¬ 
tion are we announcing 
finally that we’re going 
to start getting shovels in 
the ground?” questioned 
Wildrose education critic 
Bruce McAllister. “Well, 
they do make for a great 
photo op at election time, 
don’t they?” 

It remains to be seen 
if the province can stay 
on track with what many 
have said is an ambitious 
timeline for constructing 
the schools. Diysdale 
expects contracts will be 
signed for all facilities — 

28 new schools and two 
modernizations — by next 
summer and he hopes 
to open even the largest 
buildings, including a 
1,500-student high school 
in Calgaiy’s northeast, by 
fall 2016.

agency’s clients come in 
and share their meals with 
their pets, the spark was lit, 
and the idea for a pet-food 
bank was born. 

Kovacs got in touch with 
Edmonton pet stores and, 
over the coming weeks, so¬ 
licited hundreds of pounds 
of pet-food donations. In 
July, the Boyle Street Com¬ 
munity Services pet-food 
bank started doling out the 
kibble. 

“It started. It got really 
popular, really fast. Now 


it’s helping a lot of people 
out already,” said Rylan Ka- 
fara, inner-city recreation 
co-ordinator at Boyle Street. 

Kafara said more than 
40 people already have ac¬ 
cessed the pet-food bank. 

“I know for a lot of 
people, their day-to-day life 
is kind of designed around 
when they can eat and 
when their pets can eat,” he 
said. 

“To ease that burden 
a bit, it frees up time to 
worry about other things or 
even relax for a while and 
just enjoy being with their 
animals.” 

Kovacs’ successful leg¬ 
acy project is already being 
used by cats, dogs and even 
rabbits, hamsters and birds.

Died in police custody 


EPSdearedof 
wrongdoing in 
man’s death 

Edmonton police have been 
cleared in the case of a 
34-year-old man who died 


while in a police cell last 
year. 

The man died after a pro¬ 
longed struggle with police 
that included being hit with 
a Taser. The medical exam¬ 
iner ruled the man’s death 
had been caused by excited 
delirium associated with 
presumed illicit drug use. 


“These officers were law¬ 
fully attempting to restrain 
a male who was described 
as possessing superhuman 
strength. I have determined 
the officers did not cause 
the death of this affected 
person in their attempts to 
control him and therefore, 
no charges will flow as a 


result,” Cliff Purvis, ASIRT’s 
executive director, said in a 
media release. 

The man was arrested for 
criminal driving offences on 
April 11, 2012, and the fight 
with officers began when 
they attempted to take him 
to a bail hearing. 

The man refused to be 


handcuffed and pushed past 
officers before fleeing into a 
secure vehicle bay. He then 
scaled a five-foot barrier 
into a monitoring area and 
began throwing televisions 
at officers who continued to 
tiy to arrest him. 

He was eventually taken 
back to his cell, but bit an 


officer during the process. 
He was then hit with the 
Taser, which officers said 
had no effect. 

Once restrained, he went 
into medical distress and 
never regained conscious¬ 
ness. He died on April 13, 
2012.

Armed man shuts down LRT 


The LRT ground to a halt 
Thursday as an armed man 
travelling with a 22-calibre 
rifle brought a heavy police 
response to the system. 

Police first received re¬ 
ports of the man around 4:30 
p.m. from the Belgravia-Mc- 
Kernan station, and worked 
with Edmonton Transit to 
stop and search the train at 
the Churchill LRT station. 


While that search was 
underway, police say the man 
was arrested nearby at 95 
Street and 103 Avenue. 

Edmonton Police Insp. 
Chad Tawfilc said the weapon 
was not loaded — a bolt was 
removed and the man had no 
ammunition on him — but 
there was no way for other 
passengers to know. “It was 
in plain view, it wasn’t in a 


bag or anything that was con¬ 
cealing it and that generated 
a lot of attention,” he said. 

Tawfilc said officers are 
still determining possible 
charges, but stressed that 
firearms have to be transport¬ 
ed responsibly. 

“If you are going to be 
transporting firearms it has 
to be done according to the

It’s been just over five months 
since Blair Cunningham was 
fatally shot outside Mama’s 
Pizza in Mill Woods. 

Friends and family con¬ 
tinue to grieve the loss of 
Blair, a “really considerate, 
genuine and super caring” 


man. The 29-year-old left be¬ 
hind a daughter, four-year-old 
Jessa. 

Blair “was eveiything to 
her,” said his twin brother 
Scott Cunningham. 

“He would always put her 
before eveiything else.” 

Scott said before Blair was 
killed, he wasn’t working, so 
he spent a lot of time at home 
with his daughter. 

Immediately after he was 
murdered, Cunningham’s 
friends set up a fund called 
Care for Blair, seeking dona¬ 
tions for young Jessa. Months 
after the incident, Blair’s 
family continues to seek dona¬ 
tions for the trust fund. 

“The best thing that (Blair) 
would have wanted would be 
to help his daughter,” Scott 
said. 


Scott said the money raised 
will go towards Jessa’s future 
education. 

“We just want to make 
sure that she has the oppor¬ 
tunity to get a university edu¬ 
cation,” Scott said. 

Scott said Jessa has made 
the connection that he is her 
father’s twin brother and the 
two spend a lot of time togeth¬ 
er as they each learn to live 
without Blair. 

“She is my No. 1 motivator 
right now. I need her as much 
as she needs me,” he said.

Environmentalists accuse province of 
keeping them out of oilsands hearing 


Environmentalists are argu¬ 
ing that the Alberta govern¬ 
ment is keeping them out 
of hearings on an oilsands 
development in part because 
of their stand on the industiy. 

The Oilsands Environ¬ 
mental Coalition has filed 
court documents about a 
decision to exclude the co¬ 
alition from a hearing on a 


proposed project along the 
MacKay River in northeastern 
Alberta. 

The documents include a 
briefing note to Alberta En¬ 
vironment’s deputy minister 
explaining the decision. 

That note says the coali¬ 
tion doesn’t meet the test of 
being directly affected by the 
project. 


It also says the group is be¬ 
coming less inclined to work 
co-operatively with the gov¬ 
ernment. 

The coalition wants a 
Queen’s Bench judge to al¬ 
low it to file statements of 
concern about the proposal 
by Southern Pacific Resource 
Corp.

Woman who 
wrote about 
Taliban rule 
shot dead 


Home invasion. Indian

An Indian woman whose 
memoir about life under 
Taliban rule was turned into 
a Bollywood movie was shot 
dead Thursday by suspected 
members of the Islamist mil¬ 
itia, officials said. 

The killing of Sushmita 
Banerjee was the latest in a 
string of attacks on promin¬ 
ent women in Afghanistan, 
adding to fears that women’s 
rights — in a countiy where 
many are barely allowed out¬ 
side the house — will face 
setbacks after U.S.-led foreign 


forces fully withdraw in 2014. 

The militants arrived 
before dawn at Banerjee’s 
residence in eastern Palctilca 
province, which lies in Af¬ 
ghanistan’s east — a region 
where the Taliban are espe¬ 
cially influential. 

Her husband, Jaanbaz 
Khan, answered the door, 
only to be quickly bound and 
blindfolded, provincial po¬ 
lice chief Gen. Dawlat Khan 
Zadran said.

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Obama presses world 
leaders to support 
a strike on Syria

G20 summit. U.S. 
president runs into

U.S. President Barack Obama 
pressed fellow world leaders 
on Thursday to support a U.S.- 
led strike on Syria, but he ran 
into opposition from Russia, 
China and even the EU, which 
condemned the recent chem¬ 
ical weapons attack in Bashar 
Assad’s country but declared it 
too soon for military action. 

“The use of chemical 
weapons in Syria is not only 
a tragedy but also a violation 
of international law that must 
be addressed,” Obama insisted 
during a meeting with Japanese 
Prime Minister Shinzo Abe at 
the G20 summit, where he 
mostly made his case behind 
the scenes. 

China’s G20 delegation 
spokesman, Qin Gang, was 
among those who countered, 
saying: “War isn’t the funda¬ 
mental way to solve problems 
in Syria.” 

The prospect of militaiy 
action against Syria over¬ 
shadowed the global growth 
agenda at the two-day summit, 
which opened Thursday in the 
Russian city of St. Petersburg. 


Leaders did, however, discuss 
the crisis during a dinner host¬ 
ed by Russian President Vladi¬ 
mir Putin, one of the Syrian 
government’s strongest sup¬ 
porters. 

While Obama has long 
called for the ouster of Assad, 
the chemical weapons attack 
near Damascus two weeks ago 
pushed the U.S. to the brink of 
militaiy action for the first time 
during Syria’s civil war. The U.S. 
position on Syria has increased 
tensions with Putin, one of 
Assad’s most important back¬ 
ers. Putin has blocked efforts at 
the UN to take action and has 
questioned intelligence reports 
U.S. officials say link the chem¬ 
ical weapon deployment to the 
Syrian leader, the associated press

The president of the Saint 
Mary’s University Student As¬ 
sociation says he knew about 
and participated in a chant 
glorifying the rape of underage 
girls — but will not step down. 

“We want to be some ser¬ 
ious advocates about sexual 
assault and we want to turn 
this around and educate 
more students,” said Jared 
Perry during a news confer¬ 
ence in Halifax Thursday. 

Eighty student leaders and 
three SMUSA executive mem¬ 


bers will undergo sensitivity 
training after a video sur¬ 
faced of them leading hun¬ 
dreds of first-year students in 
the chant, which spells out 
the word “young” with lines 
like, “‘u’ is for underage, ‘n’ 
is for no consent.” 

Periy said the chant has 
been taught to frosh for 
“years.” He said he and the 
other leaders just didn’t 
think about the message. 

“It’s more about the rhyme 
and the chant behind it,” he 
said. “As odd as it sounds, we 
didn’t see the message ... we 
now realize that it’s extreme¬ 
ly serious and we don’t want 
it to happen any more.” 

Perry has resigned as chair 
of the Students Nova Scotia 
group, but will not give up the 
office of SMUSA president.

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Lawmaker detained in S. Korea for treason plot 


Lee Seok-ki. Denied 
immunity from arrest, 
legislator detained 
over alleged 
anti-government plot 


South Korea’s spy agency on 
Thursday arrested a leftist 
lawmaker accused of plotting 
a pro-North Korean rebellion 
in a case that has triggered a 


political and media firestorm 
in a nation where even prais¬ 
ing the North can be con¬ 
sidered a crime. 

“It’s a fabrication by the 
National Intelligence Ser¬ 
vice,” Lee Seok-ki shouted at 
a police station in Suwon, a 
city just south of Seoul, be¬ 
fore being driven to a deten¬ 
tion facility. 

South Korean lawmakers 
voted Wednesday to lift Lee’s 
legislative immunity against 


arrest. It was the legislature’s 
first passage of such a motion 
over rebellion charges. 

Lee, a first-time lawmaker 
from the small United Pro¬ 
gressive Party, has long been 
hounded by claims he sup¬ 
ports North Korea. He is ac¬ 
cused by the spy agency of 
holding a secret meeting in 
May of about 130 party mem¬ 
bers and discussing strikes 
on crucial South Korean 
infrastructure targets should 


war break out between the 
Koreas. He allegedly believed 
that high tensions between 
the two countries this past 
spring could lead to war. 

Lee has denied the al¬ 
legations, accusing the spy 
service of staging a commun¬ 
ist “witch hunt” to divert 
criticism of illegal online 
campaigning it allegedly 
conducted ahead of last De¬ 
cember’s presidential elec¬ 
tion.

Indonesia. Protesters 
target Miss World pageant

Indonesian Muslim hard-liners 
resumed protests Thursday 
against the Miss World pa¬ 
geant, as organizers insisted 
that the event would go on as 
scheduled this weekend on the 
resort island of Bali. 

In Jakarta, the capital, about 
1,000 members of the Islamic 
group Hizbut Tahrir Indonesia 
rallied outside the building 
housing the local organizer of 
the contest. 


Chanting “Allah alcbar,” or 
“God is great,” the protesters, 
mostly women, waved banners 
reading “Reject Miss World.” 

Protests were also held in 
the Sumatran cities of Medan 
and Pelcanbaru, and in Makas¬ 
sar in Sulawesi. Protesters gath¬ 
ered at local council buildings 
and called on the government 
to revoke the permit for the 
contest.

Fundraiser aims 
to expand access 
to dogs for soldiers 


Warrant Officer Jocelyn 
“Butch” Boucher had one of 
those stressful, unenviable jobs 
that always seem to fall to sen¬ 
ior non-commissioned officers 
in the militaiy. 

An air-force intelligence 
and research analyst, it was 
Boucher’s responsibility in the 
fall of 2008 to anticipate for 
the commander of HMCS Ville 
de Quebec what Somali pirates 
were up to in the Gulf of Aden. 

Boucher was diagnosed 
with post-traumatic stress fol¬ 
lowing the deployment and 
now awaits word on whether a 
medical discharge will end his 
militaiy career of more than 
three decades. 


He’s one of the thousands of 
veterans whose “heart and soul 
have not come home” from the 
conflicts the country sent them 
to, said Philip Ralph, a Can¬ 
adian Forces Baptist minister 
and member of Wounded War¬ 
riors Canada. 

The charity kicked off a 
2014 cycling fundraiser Thurs¬ 
day with a pledge to put the 
proceeds toward expanding 
programs that help veterans 
access service dogs for therapy. 
A growing body of research has 
shown how soldiers with post- 
traumatic stress bond with the 
dogs and ease their anxiety. 

Boucher, who has his own 
dog Spirit, says acceptance of 
the therapy needs to be more 
widespread.

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Blaze caused by hunter: Forest Service 


Yosemite National 
Park. Giant wildfire 
has so far cost 
$8l million to fight 


A gigantic wildfire in and 
around Yosemite National 
Park was caused by an illegal 
fire set by a hunter, the U.S. 
Forest Service said Thursday. 


The agency said there is 
no indication the hunter was 
involved with illegal mari¬ 
juana cultivation, which a lo¬ 
cal fire chief had speculated 
as the possible cause of the 
blaze. 

No arrests have been 
made, and the hunter’s 
name was being withheld 
pending further investiga¬ 
tion, according to the Forest 
Service. The only legal hunt¬ 


ing allowed at the time the 
fire started Aug. 17 was arch¬ 
ery for bear and deer. 

A Forest Service state¬ 
ment gave no details on how 
the illegal fire in a remote 
canyon of the Stanislaus 
National Forest had escaped 
the hunter’s control. 

Because of high fire dan¬ 
ger across the region, the 
Forest Service had banned 
fires outside of developed 


camping areas more than a 
week before the fire started. 

The Rim Fire has burned 
nearly 961 square kilo¬ 
metres — one of the largest 
wildfires in California his¬ 
tory and has cost $81 million 
to fight. 

In some cases, people 
who have started wildfires 
in California have been sued 
to pay for the costs and dam¬ 
ages. THE ASSOCIATED PRESS

Reptiles seized from 
Ottawa-area home 


A Gatineau, Que., man may be 
facing bylaw charges after 14 
reptiles, including several exot¬ 
ic varieties, were discovered by 
Gatineau police as they execut¬ 
ed a search warrant at his home 
Thursday, following complaints 
from neighbours. 

“Spectacled caimans do get 
big enough to cause veiy, veiy 
serious injuries,” said Matthew 
Korhonen, curator of Little 
Ray’s Reptile Zoo in Ottawa’s 
south end, which has taken 
in the haul of animals, which 
included a spectacled caiman 
crocodile, which can grow to 
eight feet long and weigh in at 
70 to 100 pounds. 

Police searched the home 
Thursday after animal-control 


officers were denied entry 
by a man who was later seen 
leaving the home with a large 
snake, police said. Once inside, 
they found the spectacled cai¬ 
man, three boa constrictors, a 
91-inch-long Burmese python, 
five non-venomous snakes 
roaming the apartment, an 
iguana, a bearded dragon and a 
snapping turtle. 

The man potentially faces 
charges under local bylaws for 
possession of non-venomous 
reptiles that could pose a dan¬ 
ger, possession of exotic rep¬ 
tiles not contained in a terrar¬ 
ium and possession of a pit bull 
without a licence. The dog has 
been handed over to the SPCA.

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Google seeks to dismiss U.S. 
lawsuit over scanning of Gmail

Google’s attorneys say their 
long-running practice of elec¬ 
tronically scanning the contents 
of people’s Gmail accounts to 
help sell ads is legal, and have 
asked a federal judge to dismiss 
a lawsuit that seeks to stop the 
practice. 

In a federal court hearing 
Thursday in San Jose, Google 
argued that “all users of email 
must necessarily expect that 
their emails will be subject to 
automated processing.” 

The suit, filed on behalf of 10 
people, is expected to be certi¬ 
fied as a class action and is wide¬ 
ly seen as a precedent-setting 
case for other email providers.

Older workers 
taking part-time 
jobs away from 
teenage students 

A new report suggests a 
growing number of older 
workers are taking on part- 
time jobs, which in turn is 
pushing up the unemploy¬ 
ment rate among teenagers. 

The CIBC World Markets 
report says the unemploy¬ 
ment rate for students aged 
15 to 18 who are seeking 
part-time work has climbed 
to a record high of more 
than 20 per cent in Canada. 


The plaintiffs say Google “un¬ 
lawfully opens up, reads, and 
acquires the content of people’s 
private email messages” in viola¬ 
tion of California’s privacy laws 
and federal wiretapping stat¬ 
utes. The lawsuit notes that the 
company even scans messages 
sent to any of the 425 million 
active Gmail users from non- 
Gmail users who never agreed 
to the company’s terms. 

“This company reads, on a 
daily basis, eveiy email that’s 
submitted, and when I say read, 
I mean looking at eveiy word to 
determine meaning,” said Texas 
attorney Sean Rommel, who is 
co-counsel suing Google. 

And Rommel said “the data 
that’s being amassed by this 
company” could be used for 
more than just targeting adver¬ 
tising, although the parts of the 
lawsuit discussing what more 
Google might be doing with 
private information is currently 
under seal, the associated press 


The report also notes 
that employment among 
those in the 15 to 18 age 
group has fallen by 22 
per cent since 2007 even 
though the overall popula¬ 
tion in that age group has 
declined by only four per 
cent. 

Although Canada’s 
unemployment rate has 
recovered from its peak 
during the recession, the 
report says the number 
of manufacturing and 
government jobs has been 
shrinking, which is forcing 
many older Canadians to 
take work in the retail and 
food service sectors.

The move comes as eBay 
Inc.’s subsidiaiy works to 
expand beyond processing 
payments for online pur¬ 
chases.

The free app is available 
for iPhones and Android 
phones. It includes a feature 


called Shop. With it, people

Forrester Research ana¬ 
lyst Denee Carrington called 
the update the next step in 
mobile payments, though 
she noted that some features 
— such as the ability to use 
PayPal to pay the bill at a res¬ 
taurant — could take people 
some time to get used to.

For some actors, director Joe 
Swanberg’s mostly improvised 
method can be daunting, but 
others — like his Drinking Bud¬ 
dies cast of Olivia Wilde, Ron 
Livingston, Anna Kendrick and 
Jake Johnson — find it exhila¬ 
rating. Swanberg gives us some 
insight into his writing and edi¬ 
ting process and his stringent 
“no yelling” policy for himself 
on set. 

How much of this was impro¬ 
vised and how much did you 
plot out? 

The plot was pretty heavily 
figured out before we shot any¬ 
thing. The size of the movie 
and the infrastructure involved 
meant that we had to schedule 
it, we had to lock down loca¬ 
tions. We had to know what 
the stoiy was going to be and 
even what the scenes were go¬ 
ing to be in a vague way. Being 
my own editor allows me to be 



a little more open as a director. 
Editing becomes a lot of the 
writing process. 

How do you go about pitching 
this sort of process to actors? 

It’s a very conversational pitch. 
I talk about where the themes 
came from, how I relate to the 
story, what I’m pulling from 
my own life and I feel like that’s 
a nice lead-in to discussing how 
their own stories can enter into 
the picture. The goal ultimately 


is to have it be a kind of collab¬ 
orative performing and writ¬ 
ing process, so I’m looking for 
people who are open to sharing 
and talking about those kinds 
of things — relationship things. 

Did you find some actors just 
didn’t quite go for that? 

Sure. I met a lot of great actors, 
people whose work I admire, 
who just either weren’t excited 
by the improv process or for 
one reason or another themat¬ 
ically this wasn’t a stoiy they 
were interested in telling right 
now. I mean, there’s a lot of 
reasons why somebody would 
or wouldn’t want to do this 
movie, but I think people were 
all curious. 

Do you think being an actor 
helped with that conversa¬ 
tion? 

A little bit, maybe. Hopefully it 
helps me as a director. I certain¬ 
ly feel like it makes me a better 
communicator and it makes 
me more empathetic to that 
experience.

In a music industry rife with

— but AlunaGeorge have done 
just that with their signature 
sound. 

It’s a harmonious union of 
George Reid’s catchy hooks 
and intros and Aluna Fran¬ 
cis’s slinky, rasping lyricism. 
It’s seductive and distinctly 
London. 

The duo is right on tune 
with what’s pulsing out of 
the UK’s airwaves, along 
with young peers like Dis¬ 
closure, MS MR, Jessie 
Ware and Charli XCX. The 


24-year-olds are indeed the 
darlings of electropop and 
their twice-delayed debut al¬ 
bum only dropped at the end 
of July. 

Metro chatted to Francis, 
the duo’s vocal half, about 
making music both in and for 
the bedroom. 

It’s been a whirlwind year for 
you two with all the excite¬ 
ment surrounding Body Music, 
but do you think you’ve lived 
up to the hype? 

Well, we knew we couldn’t 
play to the hype because the 
hype is its own thing, so the 
only thing we had to do was 
create the album we wanted 
to create and we did that. 

Is the girl-boy electropop 
format popular because it’s so 
accessible? 

Yeah, yeah I think so. 

It could be the birth of 
the home studio and I like 
the process of the produc¬ 
tion being intrinsic to the 
song writing process because 
I find sound and rhythm as 
a foundational aspect to a 
track are equal to the melody 


and the lyrics. 

Why is it that the boys are 
usually parked up behind the 
technical equipment, while 
the girl takes the showcase 
vocals role? 

Boys and their toys, I guess. 
There’s still a kind of a differ¬ 
ent appeal to boys and girls 
from a social standpoint be¬ 
cause that side of music has 
often been saturated by guys 
— and things don’t change 
that quickly. 

I don’t know a lot of girls 
who have picked up being 
able to produce music in 
their bedroom.

Your album is called Body 
Music.

Thanks for the tips. In the 
past, your working relation¬ 
ship has been termed a 
“musical fling.”

I’ve never mixed business 
with pleasure. 

I think they’re too com¬ 
pletely and utterly incompat¬ 
ible experiences. 

I remember in one of

There are a lot of grapes 
in the wine world. They 
number in the thousands. 
While some are variations 
on a single varietal, the ma¬

Some, though, are inter¬ 
national superstars. Think 
chardonnay, sauvignon 
blanc and riesling on the 
white side, and pinot noir, 
merlot and cabernet sauvi¬ 
gnon on the red side. 

Cabernet sauvignon is 
arguably king.
